The fate of Premier Mendes-France is at stake,

The French Premier, who gave himself 
thirty days in which to achieve peace in 
Indochina, believes he will succeed by the 
deadline next Tuesday. He has been con- 
fident ever since he talked with Chou 
En-lai in Berne two weeks ago. In that 
talk the Chinese Premier and Foreign 
Minister assured Mendes-France first, that 
the. Communists would respect the inde- 
pendence of Laos and Cambodia, and, sec- 
ond, he took what appeared to be a reason- 
able line on the partition of Viet Nam 
somewhere between the eighteenth and 
sixteenth parallels. 

But there are others here who are much 
less. confident than Mendes-France. The 
doubters point. out that while Chou talks 
a good peace, when it comes to translating 


‘his words into detailed negotiation there is 


simply no action. 

The best guess is for a cease-fire on 
terms Mendes-Fratce can accept, with 
details to be worked out at a political 
conference to follow. That conference 
either will never be held or it will go in 
for futile month after month as did Pan- 
munjom. 

As Mendes-France has understood all 
along, the realities are grim enough, The 
French, it can be said Buthoritatively, have 
no intention of trying to hold Hanoi and 
the rich delta around it. The most they 
hope for is a peace that will make an or- 
derly withdrawal possible. 

As part of this withdrawal they méan 
to try to get the Communists to allow them 
to use the ‘port facilities at Haiphong for 
six months. That is essential to remove 
French civilians and to undertake the 
transfer of loyal Viet Namese to “Free Viet 
Nam.”

Surely no lesson is plainer than that to avoid 
future Indochina’ the free world must associate 
itself not with a dying colonialism but with the 
new forces of free Asia now struggling to estab- 
lish themselves. Surely the defense of Asia 
against Communism must be led by the Asian 
people themselves, and. must embrace not only 
military strength but a continuing war against 
poverty, injustice and foreign exploitation. .

In general terms, this proposition seems to be 
agreed to by just about everybody. Mr. Dulles 
has expounded it. Vice President Nixon has ex- 
pounded it, Former Ambassador to India Chester 
Bowles, Adlai Stevenson and many others have 
expounded it. But unfortunately American policy 
is not firmly grounded on the basic philosophy 
that Asian leadership must come from Asia. 

If this were to become a cardinal principle 
of American policy, as we believe it should, the 
first consequence would be a sharp change in of- 
ficial American attitudes toward Prime Minister 
Nehru and the Indian people. With China in the 
Communist grip, the key to Western influence in 
Asia is Indlia—which at the moment means 
Nehru. In our opinion, American policy should 
be based upon a sedulous effort to win the con-. 
fidence and friendship of India, upon a determi- 
nation to encourage Indian leadership in Asia, 
upon a willingness to accommodate our -own 
ideas, in a spirit of reasonable give-and-take, to 
those of responsible Indian leaders like Nehru. 

Prime Minister Nehru has made himself a lead- 
ing critic of the American plan for a Southeast 
Asia military pact. The leaders of some ‘other 
Asian nations—Burma, Ceylon and Indonesia— 
support him in that position. They do not wish 
to be identified with either side in the East- 
West power conflict. Yet all of them have an 
obvious interest in the security and integrity 
of their lands from military aggression. 

. . . 

An accommodation of views between Wash- 
ington and- New Delhi on the security question 
would have to look toward some compromise on 
how best to attain security. Britain's Anthony 
Eden proposed such a compromise when he 
spoke of an Asian “Locarno”—a system of non- 
aggression pacts in which India, China and other 
Asian powers would join—to be supplemented 
by a separate military alliance for Southeast 
Asia. Unfortunately Mr. Eden's plan got short 
shrift in Washington. It should be re-examined, 
as one way of bridging the gap between India 


, and the West, 


Other ways of bridging the gap would need to 
be explored. India and all of the Colombo pow- 
ers, for example, are strong supporters of admit- 
ting Communist China to the U.N. If we were to 
encourage Asian leadership for Asia, instead of 
insisting on our own, we would doubtless want 
to modify our official views on that subject. 

Such a policy would, of course, demand real 
political courage from the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, for it would challenge the preconcep- 
tions and prejudices of some important Repub- 
lican leaders like Senator Knowland. But if it 
would help secure Asia from further Communist 
gains, it is worth fighting for.

The dedication of the first pulp mill in Alaska, 
at Ward Cove, six miles from Ketchikan, is an 
epochal, event for the territory-—and for the na- 
tion. The Ketchikan Pulp Co.'s $52,500,000 mill 
was built in the wildérness to make use of the 
vast timber resources of the Tongass National 
Forest, the nation’s largest. It will turn out 
pulp for high-grade paper and rayon, eventually 
at a rate of 500 tons a day. 

This development may—and should—be the 
forerunner of a considerable pulp and paper 
industry in Alaska. Newsprint can be produced 
in the territory from.the Sitka spruce which,. 
with Western helmlock, composes most of those 
prodigious forests, Pressure could thus be taken 
off Canadian spruce forests. 3 

The first pulp mill is the result of more than 
20 years’ planning, and heavy odds—financial 


and physical—had to be overcome to bring it 


to reality.

This could be you, not as a 
fugitive criminal hiding in the 
hills or a revolutionary in South 
America, but as a decent citizen 
of Phenix City, interested in 
bringing to your home town the 
sort of order which normal cit- 
ies take for granted but which 
this border town of 23,000 has 
experienced only as an inter- 
mittent luxury for more than 
125 years. Your security precau- 
tions would be no more than 
prudent, for men like you have 
seen their homes burned or 
dynamited. And when that 
didn’t scare them, they were 


threatened, beaten, shot at and 


murdered. 


Until 9 p.m. last June 18, 
Phenix City was a gaudy exhibit 
of that vanishing phenomenon, 
the wide-open city. You could 
amble into any number of flour- 
ishing establishments and try 
your luck at slot machines, dice 
games,. blackjack, horseracing 
and the numbers racket, known 
hereabouts as “the bug.” There 
was strip-teasing, cock-fighting 
and open prostitution. Some of 
the estimated $15,000,000-a-year 
trade in vice and gambling was 
plied in back rooms, but any- 
body could walk in and be 
warmly: welcomed, especially 
soldiers from nearby Fort Ben- 
ning on payday.

Homemakers 
By Dorothy Brainerd 


T IS gratifying to find that 
| the warm weather hasn't wilt- 

ed the generous spirits of our 
readers, who have been espe- 
éially co-operative in sending in 
suggestions to questions raised 
in the column within recent 
weeks. 

Almost as many men as Wom- 
én came to the rescue of Mrs. 
G. S., who complained that she 
had no way of hanging ruffled 
tie- back curtains in her new 
home which has plastered walls 
and aluminum window frames. 

The ways in which homemak- 
ers and their husbands have 
solved this problem are a trib-; 
ute to Yankee ingenuity. Abgut 
a half a dozen readers suggest- 
ed the use of picture hangers, 
“the kind with a cloth backing 
where no nail is used and which 


placed in a slanting position. 
Mr. A. J. E. solved the prob- 
lem by boring a small hole one- 
fourth inch in diameter, saxert 
ing plastic wood into the hole 
and then forcing in a wood 
dowel which he cut off even 
with the wall and painted to'| 
match it. 
“There are: some small plastic | 
sleeves even smaller in diameter 
which can be used instead of a 
dowel,” he adds. “In which case 


you can screw your ring or oth- 


sleeve.” 

“Drill a small hole, about one- 
sixteenth inch, near the edge of 
the aluminum frame; insert a 
small metal screw in the hole to 
hold the tie-back,” advises Mr. 
V. C. “If strategically placed, 
this screw won't be seen as it 
will be covered by tie-back or 
curtain.”

From Jefferson City Mrs. 
H.S.B. writes: “We recently 
built a new home which has 
steel windows. First I had the 
contractor come and bring his 
electric drill to put in screws 
for my pictures, then had the 
hardware man do the same thing 
to put up rods for curtains, I 
asked to put these same 
Screws, called expansion lugs, 
on each side of the window. 
These screws can be pulled out 
as far as necessary to hook on 
little ‘plastic rings to hold the 
tie-back pieces.’

F 1 COULD give the youth of America 

some legacy to help them find real 

success in the years ahead, I would 
give them a full measure of faith and 
humility. 

These two character traits are the basic 
ingredients of success, whether it be suc- 
cess in the worldy sense, or, more impor- 
tant, success in achieving the kind of 
satisfaction a man gets in service to his 
fellow man. There are, certainly, other 
qualifications. But you must have faith 
and humility to gain the vision necessary 
to real success. And you must have it to 
gain the respect of your family, friends 
and fellow workers. 

No man, in my estimation, is a success 
without these qualities. He can't be. For 
these are Godly virtues and without them 
man is nothing. Can you conceive of a 
surgeon whose skilled hands have probed 
the mysteries of life without faith in his 


ability, his colleagues and the Master 


Healer? Could an engineer build a bridge, 
no matter how beautiful nor how wide 
the river, without suffering pangs of hu- 
mility when he realized how man’s work 
shrinks to insignificance compared to that 
of the Master Builder? 

‘l was lucky to have the lesson of faith 
and humility taught me at an early age. 
When _I had finished n.y freshman year 
in college, I didn’t have enough money to 
go on.

I spent a year traveling across the coun- 
try, picking up jobs here and there—always 
ona ‘project, for engineering 
was my first love. But finally I went home 
discouraged and penniless.

I told them the facts: that 
I couldn't find a job to work my way 
through school; that I wanted to be an

engineer more than anything else in the 
world. In effect, I asked them for a stake 
in my future. 

1 knew in oxy hense thie fal ieee, 
that eventually I could pay off any debt 
I incurred. And surely these people would 
come to my rescue. But after several days 
1 began getting answers. All were sympa- 
thetic—but they couldn't help. 

Then, when I had given up hope, the 
postman delivered another letter. As I 
nervously tore it open, a check for $200 
fluttered to. the floor. I read the letter 
slowly and when I had finished I was so 
filled with humility and with the love of 
man that I cried. I still look back at that 
moment as the most important of my life. 

The letter came from a banker. To this 
day he remaifis one of my closest friends: 
This man has faith in people. He proved 
it to me then, and he has proved it to me 
many times since. The first check for $200 
and those that followed proved he had 
faith in a hometown boy with a yearning 
to be an engineer. With God's help, that 
boy made the grade. 

A Lesson Learned 
ND FROM THAT experience I learned, 
A too, that direct action often brings 
results while elaborate staging 
merely arouses suspicion: 

In the early days of World War II, 
when our firm was young and almost un- 
known, I started a letter-writing cam- 
paign to influential people.

Oxcart court procedures helr 


Y WIFE FINALLY decided to leave me,” says 

Joe Barry, a New York maintenance man, 

“when she told me she wanted a mink 

coat and I said the best I could afford was 
Persian lamb.” 

As far as Mrs. Barry (her name, like all others 
in cases cited in this article, has been changed, but 
the incidents are true) was concerned, that was the 
last straw in their 14-month-old marriage. She went 
to court and asked for an annulment—plus $15,000 
to soothe her wounded feelings. And she carried away 
all the furnishings in their home. When the case came 
to court, the judge lectured her sternly. 

“He bawled her out proper,” Joe says. “But in the 
end he decided she ought to get $18 out of my $68 
a week. She’s healthy and she’s able to work, but the 
law says a husband must provide ‘for his wife, so 
why should she? She's just going to sit back and live 
off my income. I'd like to get a divorce, but I've 
spent all my money on her, and on lawyers and court 
fees. I'd say my marriage cost me $10,000.” 

Joe Barry is one of thé substantial body of Ameri- 
can husbands who have been picked clean by what 
they call the “alimony racket.” Surprisingly, most of 
them don’t fit into the category of wealthy playboys 
being fleeced by predatory blondes, nor do their cases 
rate headlines like those of a Billy Rose or a Winthrop 
Rockefeller. The husbands who suffer most are those 
who, with only average incomes, still must shell out 
one-third to one-half to their wives. 


She Gets More Than He Does 


HAT REALLY burns me up,” says John Camp- 

bell, a Chicago laborer, “is that my ex-wif 

is working and making..a good salary. Sti 
she gets $15 a week alimony—more than I have to 
live on. What kind of justice is that?”

These cases appear at least as often as, and probably 
more often than, the “alimony racket” squabbles. 

What they all point up is the fact that, in most 
of the U.5S., courts insist on using an oxcart phi- 
losophy to deal with a 20th Century problem: the 
broken home. In few states, e.g., Michigan and Ohio, 
have courts realized that the shattered family is not 
a legal problem, to be tussled over like a bankruptcy 
case, but a sociological one. The laws governing ali- 
mony date back to the last century and many further 
than that. There is no recognition that lives. are in- 
volved. 

Not only are lives involved. Often they are young 
lives. Many a wife with an eye on wringing every 
nickel out of her husband has no qualms at using the 
children as weapons. “My little girl said to me on my 
last visit, ‘I never see you give Mommy any money,’ ” 
says Jack Byron, a salesman. “ “You don’t help her. 
Don't you care about us?’ - 


How Children Are Affected 


‘6 T's BAD enough to have to pay that woman more 
money than I can afford. She always gets it, by 
mail, right on the nose. But I don’t think it’s fair 

for her to poison my daughter's mind against me.” 

Another father says tearfully that, after he com- 
plained his alimony payments were too high, his son 
told him on his next visit, “I hate you, Daddy! Go 
away from here! I never want to see you any more!” 

One other weapon the wife can, and does, use: 
the Alimony Jail, Under the law, failure to meet 
alimony payments is contempt of court, punishable 
in some states by up to a year in jail. Although a jail 


_ term doesn’t solve the problem of payment ( husbands, es 


of course, can’t pay while behind bars), many wives 


don’t care. 

“I don’t want the money. I just want him to rot in 
jail for what he did to me,” one woman told her 
attorney. 

Often jail is used as a sort of blackmail. “You 
have rich relatives. Go borrow from them,” one in- 
mate of Alimony Jail was told. Another reports, “I 
was told I could get out of jail any time I wanted—if 
I would agree to a divorce on grounds of adultery, 
and also agree not to see my children for three years. 
If I'd ‘co-operate,’ she said, she'd be ‘generous’ and 
I wouldn't have to pay alimony for that three-year 
period. But if I wanted to see my children after the 
three years Were up, I'd have to agree to pay all back 
alimony and legal fees.” 


All this is not to say that the wife is always in the =. 


wrong in alimony and support cases. Far from it. Even 
Alimony, Inc.—an organization, with headquarters in 


New York, of men who think they have been fleeced ; 
by the racket—admits that in many cases the husband | 


is a drunkard, wife-beater or outright deadbeat .who 


will skip out rather than pay as little as $5 a week. 


In many more, the woman accepts a ridiculously low 
amount—or refuses to ask ie redo at all—just to be 
rid of the man. 

But the fact remains that, too often, the husband 
is trapped by laws that are outmoded, court proced- 
ures that are unrealistic and women—and lawyers— 
who are shrewd enough, greedy enough or vindictive 
enough to capitalize on them. 

Where has alimony—an admirable enough concept, 
recognizing that a man Cannot simply wave aside his

Nor is 
alimony like damages. If one man beats his wife six 
time a week and another man beats his wife three 


times a week, that doesn't—or shouldn't—mean one 


wife will get $6,000 and the other $3,000. The trouble 
is that in many states lawyers, and even judges, play 
on these angles. And then alimony becomes a racket. 

“What alimony actually means is nourishment, or 
maintenance,” Judge Alexander continues. “But until 
all courts, and all realize that the only 


questions involved are ‘How much does she need?—_ 


How much can he pay?’ there are going to be abuses.” 

One other point Judge Alexander might have men- 
tioned—the crowded gourt calendar. With practically 
every court jammed full of cases, judges have little 
time to spend investigating or individual 
ee ee 


testimony from each side, attempt to strike a balance 
and hand down an order. Mrs. Maxine B. Virtue, 
director of state activities of the Judicial Administra- 
tion Section of the American Bar Association, put it 
graphically in a searching report on marriage and 
divorce procedures: 

“The court, prodded by a waiting mountain of work, 
takes the cleaver handed to him by the wife’s attorney 
and begins to cleave. It is often a painful and bloody 
business. . . . It is most painful when the meataxe falls 


* —as it often does—upon the children.” 


Often, the result is awards far out of line with the 
basic questions of need and ability to pay. In addi- 
tion, the judge often is compelled to string along with _ 
the figure set in temporary alimony proceedings—a 
figure based not on evidence, but on statements. He 
has no time to decide whether this amount is too steep 
for the wage-earner. 

Or, one lawyer suggests, “The wife says her hus- 
band makes $10,000 and the husband says he makes 
$4,000. So the judge figures, ‘Well, heck, he must make 
$6,000,” and he bases alimony on that figure, He 
doesn't spend time trying to find out which one is 
right. And there’s no consistency in awards; the cases 
are disposed of almost casually.” 


A 


INCE MOST STATES insist on handling alimony— 
~ like all other matters dealing with separation and 
divorce—as a battle between husband and wife, 

the question of “How much?” often is decided in a 
sideshow atmosphere, with lawyers for each side exag- 
gerating testimony and trying to outshout the other. 
Indeed, courts in some states have refused to admit 


evidence of income or need gathered by an unbiased 


fact-finding agency; they have insisted all such evi- 
dence must be presented “in open court” by the op- 
posing sides. 

The result is that emotion replaces deliberate, co- 
operative planning. And many marriages that might 
yet be salvaged collapse completely because the very

In fact, the alimony- payers would 
like to see lawyers ruled out of ali- 
mony cases completely. Too often, the 
group claims, the amount~-a husband 
must pay is determined not by his in- 
come but by how shrewd a lawyer his 
wife has. 

“Knowing that some judges base 


_ alimony on how much the wife has suf-. 


” 


fer an Alimony, Inc., spokesman 
says, “some attorneys will coach a 
woman to tell all sorts of lies that will 
completely blacken his character but 
get a high award for her, and a fat fee 
for him. 

“The man is completely ruined. Un- 


_ less he’s Tommy Manville, he can’t 


remarry. The burden is too much.” 

But one “divorce lawyer” points out: 
“A lawyer doesn’t really do his client 
any good getting an award too steep 
for the husband to pay. An onerous 
award makes the man decide to skip 
out, or go into debt. Or he goes to jail— 
and the wife gets nothing.” 

Most of the claims of Alimony, Inc., 
hold good anywhere in the country. 
Mrs. Virtué investigated California, 
Chicago, Milwaukee and Indianapolis, 
and found them all lacking an up-to- 
date system for handling family cases. 

San Francisco was given an “A” for 
effort. There Mrs. Virtue found the be- 
ginnings of a “therapeutic” approach; 
the court had a small staff of a few 
domestic-relations investigators. But 
still the court was bogged down in too 
many budgetary and financial details, 
and had little time for anything else. 

She reported “a sense of futility” in 
trying to modernize Chicago's archaic 


set-up, and quoted one judge after a 
recent streamlining attempt had been 
rejected as unconstitutional: 

“As a result . . . the shabby show 
must go on under our Divorce Act of 
1874, which is patched, depreciated 
and outmoded by the years, and hope- 
lessly inadequate to cope with the im- 
pact of the many problems of a mod- 
ern society.” 

Another judge remarked of Chi- 
cago’s divorce, alimony and child cus- 
tody work: “No procedure, no statis- 
tics, no machinery, no supervision.” 
Mrs. Virtue concluded that she knew 
of no worse family court machinery in 
the country. : 


Clerks Take Testimony 


Tio ~co-dey RATED a good grade for 


its “60-day cooling-off period,” but 

a bad one for its practice of “spe- 
cial or interim” judges to hear testi- 
mony. Once, Mrs. Virtue found, a clerk 
of courts even heard testimony! 

Milwaukee, which gave up its Do- 
mestic Relations Court, still has a De- 
partment of Domestic Conciliation, but 
case -workers concentrate mostly on 
child-custody details. 
‘ “There is something very wrong 
with the handling of these cases,” Mrs. 
Virtue concluded her report. A lot of 
alimony-paying husbands would agsec 
with her. And so, beyond question, 
would a lot of deserted wives. § &

Revolution. For 37 years not a trace 
of it could be found—until a Miami 
laundry operator telephoned Washing- 
ton with a strange offer. 
The call was referred to H. C. Maul, 
who does the secret buying for the 
U. S. strategic stockpile. 


“How would Uncle Sam like to buy |

num?” the voice from Miami asked.” 

Platinum is so precious it is stored 
right alongside gold at Ft.

Didn’t Spend 


Was it bidding for the Czar’'s platinum treasure? 


Washington asked for and received a 
sample of the platinum, and found it 
99.9 per cent pure. A check on Knohl’s 
reputation showed it wasn’t quite that 
pure: he was related to two notorious 


five-percenters. But the Government . 


was sufficiently excited about the 
platinum not to worry over character 
references. It asked to be put in touch 
directly with the Mexican syndicate. 
The ringleader turned out to be a 
soldier of fortune, one Robert Hollan- 
der, who had set up an office in Mexico 
City as the Pan American Loan Co. He 
swore he’d seen the platinum with his 
own eyes, but said it couldn’t be in- 
spected until it arrived in the U. S. 
On. the international phone, Maull 
said he was willing to buy, no ques- 
tions asked. Hollander said he .was 
willing to. sell C. O. D. But he wanted 
$50 million put up by the U.S. Govern- 
ment in advance so he could wave a 
letter of credit under the right noses. 
The Government was willing to 
humor him and took precautions s0 
that none of the bait could be with- 
drawn before the platinum was deliv- 
ered. Three days later, the Chemical 
Bank and Trust Co. was startled to re- 
ceive a Government order for a “Letter 
of Credit in favor of Pan American 


Loan Co. . . . up to the aggregate _ 


amount of Fifty Million Dollars.” 


Meanwhile, the Government was — 


checking on Hollander. It seems he was 
dealing with Russian agents in Mexico, 
including an attaché of the Soviet Em- 
bassy these. Yet his claim about the 
platinum appeared to be true. A treas- 
ure of platinum had been smuggled 


- out of South America. Was this the 


Czar’s missing platmum? FM it was, 
could the Russian agents be .deuble- 
crossing their own government? 

Was It the Wine? 
OLLANDER finally told U. S. agents 
- he was doing business with 


Soviet representatives. They 


thought the platinum would be sold to 
commercial firms, not to the U. S. 


stockpile; he explained. For this reason, 


he asked that all reference to the U. S. 
Government be deleted from the letter 
of credit. 

This accomplished, Hollander 


claimed the platinum would be 


for shipment August 19, on the 
secret plan was to fly it into the U. s. 
on two planes. . 

But neither the planes nor the plati- 
num ever showed up. At this point, the - 


story sounds as if it had come right off 
the pages of a 25-cent mystery thriller. 

Hollander alibied over the long-dis- 
tance phone that the letter of credit 
didn’t suit the sellers. Later, it was 
learned that one of Hollander’s part- 
ners, slightly numb from Latin wines, 
had insulted a Soviet Embassy aide in 
a phone conversation, Whether this up- 
set the deal isn’t known.

‘ platinum is bought for $100 to $115 


per ounce, which makes it as costly 
an item as the Government buys. 
Platinum is vital chiefly in the chem- 
ical, electronics and spark-plug in- 
dustries. it is used for some parts 
of guided missiles. While only small 
quantities are required, no substi- 
tute has yet been found. The U. S. 
gets platinum largely from domestic, 
South African and Canadian 
sources.

N A GLASS-WALLED cubicle, off the 

operating foom at Montefiore Hos- 

pital here, lay a patient who had 
just undergone a major operation. Still 
in the grip of the anesthetic, he slept 
motionless. 

A. nurse stopped at the bedside to 
make a routine check of the patient's 
condition. Suddenly -she turned and 
spoke softly to another nurse seated at 
a desk in the center of the room: 
“Blood pressure is dropping. Call Dr. 
.” The second nurse spoke into the 
intercom. Within a few seconds, the 
surgeon who had just performed the 
operation, his assistant and an intern 
were at the bedside. 

The surgeon gave swift orders. The 
nurse turned on the oxygen connec- 
tion, recessed in the wall near the 
head of the bed. The intern brought in 
a new supply of blood for transfusion.

the glassed-in cubicles of Montefiore 
Hospital’s “recovery room.” For the 
room is the “first stop” for every pa- 
tient who undergoes an operation. It is 
the place where any deviation from 
normal postoperative recovery re- 
ceives instant attention. 


To End Needless Deaths 


HE Basic function of the recovery 

room is to eliminate unnecessary 

deaths. The idea itself is an out- 
growth of World War II hospital prob- 
lems. It started in the form of a “shock 
room,” and was widely used at base 
hospitals and even aboard hospital 
ships. 

The recovery room now is installed 
in 597 out of 2,755 community hospi- 
tals in the U.S. In 1951, only 297 out 
of 2,762 such hospitals had recovery 
rooms. In other words, their use has 
just about doubled in three years. The 
Montefiore room—one of the first—was 
installed in 1950. After four years it 
has fully justified its use. 

Says Dr. Elliott Hurwitt, Chief of 
the- Surgical Division of the hospital: 
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“Since the room was installed, Monte- 
fiore has had no deaths attributable to 
postoperative complications amenable 
to prompt treatment.” 

The Montefiore room has four sin- 
gle-bed cubicles and two with two beds 
each—eight beds in all. It has its own 
staff of specially trained nurses. 

Following an operation, the patient 
is lifted from the table directly to a 
recovery-room bed and wheeled back 


* to a cubicle. There he stays until he 


has reacted from the anesthesia and 
his condition has been stabilized. 
Patients may remain in the recovery 
room from several hours to several 


days; the average is about two hours. 


Every patient who has had a spinal 
Or a_-general anesthetic must clear 
through the recovery room — whether 
he has undergone a routine appendec- 
tomy or a four-hour lung operation. 
Unforeseen dangers lurk in every 
postoperative situation, and at. this 
time the patient must be under con-

RECOVERY ROOM continuep 


In recovery room, patients wake 


Normal postoperative procedure, they 
point out, usually is as follows: 
Directly after the operation, the 
patient is put on a stretcher and 
wheeled to his room by an orderly. He 
may have to be taken down a drafty 
corridor to an elevator. There the or- 
derly must wait for the car. A number 


of people may be in the elevator, which 


means that the patient runs the risk of 
exposure to germs. When he finally 
reaches his room he must be moved 
again to be put on his bed. 


Danger: Patient in Transit 


RDINARILY, orderlies in charge of 
the patient during this transit 
are not specially trained to meet 

postoperative emergencies. Meanwhile, 
the sleeping patient may swallow his 
tongue, go into shock, lose conscious- 


ness or begin bleeding. Or a blood clot | 


may form, with serious results. 

Use of the recovery room at Monte- 
fiore and elsewhere, records show, has 
practically eliminated death from such 

_contingencies. A vivid example is fur- 
nished by a Montefiore surgeon who 
had performed a delicate heart opera- 
tion on a 10-year-old girl. The opera- 
tion was successful, and the child 
was wheeled into the recovery room. 

During the night, the nurse on duty, 
making the regular 15-minute “chart- 
ing” of the patient, discovered bleed- 
ing. She immediately called the sur- 
geon. Two minutes later the girl was 
back on the operating table, where 
her condition was corrected. Quick 
action saved the child’s life. Had she 
been lying unobserved in an ordinary

The fact that all of the patients in 
the recovery room are checked every 
15 minutes is an additional safeguard. 
This kind of close supervision in an 
ordinary room would require the serv- 
ices of a special nurse. 


relative or friend closest to the patient 
may see him at any time—day or night. 
To reduce the danger of exposing him 
to germs, visits are restricted to one 
and the same person. Naturally, visits 
are limited to a few minutes, but many 
times they have dispelled needless fears 
of anxious relatives. 3 
“Things like this happen,” says Dr. 
Hurwitt: “A wife comes rushing to the 
hospital in the middle of the night. 
She is-in a panic. She has dreamed her 


husband, who had been operated on . 


earlier, has died. We admit her to the 
recovery room, where she sees him 
sleeping quietly. She'is able to go home 
reassured.” | | 

As for the patients themselves, the 
recovery room is a great morale 
booster, especially—as Dr., Hurwitt ob- 
serves—when they realize they are be- 
ing signed out..To them, that means 


they’ve traveled the first important mile - 


on the road to recovery. . 

Says Miss Ann Goehring, friendly, 
efficient head nurse who has been in 
charge of Montefiore’s recovery room 
for three years: “The first thing pa- 
tients usually say when they wake up 
here is: ‘Is it over?’ They're always 
surprised when we say yes, because 
their sleep has been so pleasant.”  @
